Others give tho fielders something that 
they are either sluggers who always 
lit healthy wallops 10 the outfield, or 
else are weak hitters who roll out 
nfield hits.

I endeavor to 
3reak up tho monotony. In short, I 
.ry to give, the fielders something 
.hat they are not expecting so that 
•hey can never plot out a campaign 
:o stop me. 1 will not claim that any 
)atter alrve" can drop a ball on' any 
larticular square yard of turf. 
But I 
yill claim that when I am going right, 
'. can drive four out of five fa.st balls 
vithin 15 feet of where 1 want them 
o go. That is to say, within 16 feet of 
any given spot^on tho infield. 
I can- 
not guard against hitting grounders 
ir popping up high files. Except in 
bunting there are seldom occasions 
vhere a batter wants to ; hit ground- 
rs, anyway. And he nevr.r wants to 
hit flies unless they are very lung and 
lotential home runs. What ho aims to 
lo is to hit the ball square. 
Now I 
annot be certain that I will hit tho 
lall square, but I can be certain, four 
imes out of five on a fast ball, that I 
vill hit it in a given direction within 
5 feet of where I aimed it. 
"On a curve I couldn't be so sure, 
ut I believe that 1 can do the samo 
ith more than half the curves that I 
ace. 
"I believe that it would pay ev- 
ery major league club to have a mun 
to do nothing out coach batters. 
A 


follow gets into a slump for no reason 
that he can sne. 
But a trained man 
who knows batting could sec the rea- 
son, and coach the batter out of Ills 
slump. 
Tho pitchers claim they can 
make a batter pull his hits into eifiiur 
left or right field, if they have iti.od 
control. They can't do it if the batter 
has any sense. 
For instance, if they 
put one over on the inside of the plate 
I can easily overcome that handicap 
by stepping back from the plate a lit- 
tle. If it comes the oilier way I ttep 
into the strike to meet it better.

permit their use as a basis for alcohol. 


The Question, then, is to discover ; 


substitute so cheap as to make the man- 
ufacture of denatured alcohol 
cheap 


enough to compete with the fuels now 
existing. 


The department 
of 
agriculture has 


taken a commendable interest in the 
question by instructing the public 1.1 
methods of manufacturing alcohol out 
of corncobs, refuse from canning fac- 
tories, cactus, sawdust, etc. 


When the government regulations aie 


made so liberal that denatured alcohol 
can be manufactured and sold as .aie 
most other commodities, a great point 
will have been gained by those In favor 
of this development. 


From the foregoing it should not be 


assumed, however, that alcohol may be 
used advantageously in the automobile 


o of present design. 
Alcohol- re- 


quires a special carbureter for Its cxap- 
orization, and the fuel must be prc- 
leated. On the other hand, it fa aitto 
true that by utilizing alcohol vapor u:i- 
der hifiher compressions tha,n arc cus- 
tomary for gasoline 
engines,
